Mothers, Pat Your Children to Bed. 

There may he some mothers who feel it lo 
he self-denial to leave their parlors, or fire- 
sides, or work, to put their little children to 
bed. They think that the nurse could do it 
just as well ; that it is of no consequence 
who ‘‘hear the children say their prayers.” 

Now, setting aside the pleasure of opening 
the little bed and tucking the darling up, 
there are really important reasons why the 
mother should not yield this privilege to any 
one. In the first place, il is the time of all 
times when a child is inclined to show its 
confidence and affection. All its little se- 
crets come out with more truth and less re- 
straint; its naughtiness through the day 
can be reproved and talked over with less 
excitement, and with the tenderness and 
calmness necessary to make permanent im- 
pression. 

If the little one has shown a desire to do 
well and he obedient, its effort and success 
can be acknowledged and commended in a 
manner that need not render it vain or self 
satisfied. 

We must make it a habit to talk to our 
children, in order to gel from them an ex- 
pression of their feelings. We cannot un- 
derstand the character of these little ones 
committed to our care unless we do. And if 
we do not know what they are, we shall not 
he able tc govern them wisely, or educate 
them as their different natures demand. 

Certainly it would be unwise to excite 
young children by too much conversation 
with them just before putting them to bed.

ready to throw iis arms around your neck, 
and take iis good night kiss.

Leveeing the Mississippi. 

The levees whereby the waters of tlie Mis- 
sissippi, when in flood, are restrained from 
inundating the adjacent country, have been 
mainly neglected lor the last four years, be- 
side having suffered great damage from bel- 
ligerentjroperations. Either sidejcut’.them 
whenever a temporary advantage might 
thereby be gained; so that the .war left 
them in a state of general delapidation and 
ruin. 

A few slight aud partial repairs have since 
been made; hut they are still in such condi- 
tion that vast tracts of the richest lands can- 
not besafely cultivated, while some canuot he 
cultivated at all. And there isdanger that a 
partial reconstruction may aggravate the 
evils and perils now imminent. For the 
channel of the lower Mississippi is inade- 
quate to tlie conveyance of all Jthe water 
poureil into it when in flood, so that regula- 
ted outflows through the Alchafalaya, Lake 
Pontchartrain, &c., are essential to protect 
several of the lower parishes of Louisiana 
from disastrous inundation. 

There is urgent need, therefore, of science 
and system in leveeing, so that no locality 
shall protect itsell at the cost ol others, 
And as three or four Stales are interested, il 
seems essential that the surveys and pi ms 
should be directed and controlled by a com- 
mon authority. 

To await the action ol Congress is lo brave 
the peril of a destructive, desolating flood 
next Spring, which will derange the indus- 
try ol the Mississippi lowlands for years, 
and inflict, untold, misery on their cultiva- 
tors. We could wish, therefore, that the 
President might feel authorized to direct the 
officers of the Coast Survey and of the En- 
gineer Corps ol the Army to make the re- 
quisite surveys and plans forthwith, in an- 
ticipation of the action ol Congress. We 
have no doubt that either an appropriation 
lor leveeing w ill be made next Winter, to be re 
paid by assessment on the lands thereby 
henefitted, or the States more especially in- 
terested will he called on to do the work in 
accordance with the plans thus devised and 
recommended. And it seems to ns that Con- 
gress should and will order the work done 
forthwith, and indicate the inode of equita- 
ble assessment whereby its cost shall he re- 
in bttrsed to the Treasury. — N. V. Tribune.

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The Pacific Railroad. 

We hear, says the New York Tribune, 
with great satisfaction that both forks or 
prongs of the Eastern division of this great 
work are being resolutely pushed forward. 
The Southern (Kansas) fork, connecting 
with the Missouri Pacific at the mouth of 
Kansas River, is now in full operation to 
Lawrence, and will soon open to Topeka, or 
beyond, and is to be pushed on to tort Ri- 
ley next season. We hear that its comple- 
tion to this Doint will save the Government 
One Million of Dollars per annum in the 
transportation of provision and munitions to 
our forts and forces on the Plains; judge, 
then, what must be the saving when the 
whole is completed. 

New blood has been infused into this en- 
terprise by an association of capitalists con- 
nected with Eastern roads looking for in- 
creased traffic therefrom; §1,000,000 was 
put in by them as a first installment. We 
hope soon to hear that the obstacles which 
have hitherto prevented the payment to this 
enterprise of the subsidy stipulated by act of 
Congress have been happily removed, and 
that the work is henceforth to be pushed for- 
ward with ample means and resolute ener- 
gy. Let us once get our Currency back to 
rock-bottom, and we shall insist on the con- 
struction thenceforth of at least one mile 
per day of the main track of the Pacific 
Road till it is finished. For that Road is 
destined to develop natural wealth hitherto 
hidden in the earth, stimulate the industry 
and increase the wealth of the country, 
beyond all precedent. We look for an an- 
nual product from our mines of gold anil sil- 
ver of Five Hundred Millions of Dollars per 
annum within the next twenty years. And 
the most potent agency whereby these mag- 
nificent results are to be secured is the Pacif- 
ic Railroad, which we pray may be pushed 
forward with nil possible vigor. 

BtgL. A special despatch from Raleigh, 
N. C. to the Cincinnati Gazette, dated Oct. 
19, says: The President’s dispatch, received 
yesterday, advising the repudiation of the 
war debt, created the greatest consternation 
in the Convention Only one hour before 
the consideration of the debt had been post- 
poned for future action, and all interested in 
the favment were jubilant. The rebel ele- 
ment and many of the Unionists denounced 
the terms of the dispatch bitterly, and in- 
tense excitement ensued. Probably no fac- 
tion was ever more completely checkmated 
than was the one which desires the assump- 
tion of the debt. It had just completed 
the following bargain : The Provisional 
Treasurer, Worth, having avowed himself in 
favor of paying the debt, was to be brought 
out by the secessionists as a candidate for 
Governor, his record being far brighter as a 
Unionist than Holden's, then Union men 
could make a pretense for supporting him 
The Worth candidates for the Legislature 
were also to receive their support, and these 
would secure the payment of the debt which 
the secessionists, on their part, were to assist 
in postponing for the action of the Legisla- 
ture. These Unionists had first fixed an 
hour for adjournment, to let the bill declar- 
ing vacant all offices filled by those who had 
taken the Confederate oath go by default. 
In pursuance of this plan the calendar bad 
been cleared of everything except the ordi- 
nance vacating these offices, and an extend- 
ed debate upon it was going on when the fa- 
tal telegram arrived. Rapid consultation 
took place. Those who had pretended to 
favor postponement because action upon the 
debt was not necessary to being received at 
Washington, found themselves forced to 
unite with the repudiationists, and reconsid- 
er the vote fixing the adjournment at 5 
o’clock the next morning. In the three ses- 
sions which have since been held, the as- 
sure ptionists fought desperately to prevent 
defiinte action, but were finally forced ei- 
ther to yield to or lake the responsibility of 
making a direct issue with the President. 
This action of Mr. Johnson has greatly 
strengthened the hands of the true tjnion 
men in the Convention and throughout the 
Slate. While a Union delegate was bitterly 
denouncing the style of the President's tele- 
gram to the Convention, the flag, which had 
only been floating over the body for an hour, 
came down with a crash, bringing the staff 
with it. The repudiationists made good use 
of this fact in their replies. 

President Johnson's Dispatch to Gov. 
Holden. 

The following is the dispatch sent by 
President Johnson to Gov. Holden, already 
referred to : 

Washington City, Oct, 18, 1865. 

IF W. Holden, Provisional Governor : 

Every dollar of the State debt created to 
aid the rebellion against the United Stales 
should be repudiated finally and forever. 
The great mass of the people should not be 
taxed to pay a debt to aid in carrying on a 
rebellion which they were opposed to. 

Let i hose who have given their means for 
the obligations of the State, look to that 
power they tried to establish, in violation of 
law, constitution and the will of the people 
They must meet their fate. It is their misfor- 
tune, and cannot he recognized by the people 
of anyState professing themselves loyal to the 
Government of the United States, and in the 
Union. 

I repeat that the loyal people of North 
Carolina shall tie exoneraied lrom the pay- 
ment of every dollar of indebtedness creat- 
ed to, and in carrying on the rebellion. 

1 trust and hope that the people of North 
Carolina will wash their hands of everything 



I that partakes in the slightest degree of the 
rebellion, which has been so recently crush- 
ed by the strong arm ol the Government, in 
carrying out the obligations imposed by the 
Constitution of the IJnion.

Reagan’s Ativtce to Texans. 

John H. Reagan, Postmaster General of 
the late Southern Confederacy, lately wrote 
a long letter to the people of Texas from 
which we extract the following, relative to 
negro saflrage: 

‘ To the conferring of ttie elective fran- 
chise on your former slaves 1 anticipate a 
stubborn and sincere opposition, based on 
the ignorance of the great mass of them 
and on their total want of information and 
experience in matters of legislation, admin- 
istration, and everything which pertains to 
the science of government and upon the 
pride of race. And this objection may be 
sustained bv pointing to the experience of 
Mexico, and of the Central American and 
South American Stales , where, by the en 
franchisement of the Indians and negroes- 
anJ all others, without reference to race or, 
mental or moral fitness for the exere'se of 
these responsible rights, they have been 
deprived of the blessings of peace, order 
and good government, and involved In 
an almost uninterrupted series of wars 
and revolutions, often of the most cruel 
and barbarous character, for more than 
half a ceftturv. with no prospect of an ame- 
lioration or improvement ol their condi- 
tion. 

‘ ‘ But these difficulties are not iusupera- 
ble, if you meet them with patience and 
reason. 1 have no doubt you can adopt a 
plan which will fully meet the demands of 
justice and fairness and sati9ly the northern 
mind, and the requirements of the govern- 
ment, without endangering good govern- 
ment, and the repose ol society. This can 
be done by: 

“Firs/, Extending the privileges and pro- 
tection of the laws over negroes as they are 
over the whites, and allowing them to testi- 
fy in the courts on the same conditions; 
leaving their testimony subject to the 
rules relating to Its credibility; but not ob- 
jecting to iis admissibility. And in this 
vou will coniorm with the wise current of 
modern legislation, and the tendency of all 
judicial decisions in all enlightened coun- 
tries 

“And Second, By fixing an intellectual 
and moral, and, if thought necessary, a 
property test for the admission of all per- 
sons to the exercise of the elective fran- 
chise, without reference to race or col 
or, which would secure its intelligent exer- 
cise 

“Mv own view would be — 

“First, That no person now entitled 
to the privilege of voting should be depriv- 
ed of it because of any new test. I would 
recognize in this the difference between 
taking away a right not heretofore exercis- 
ed. 

“Second , That to authorize the admission 
of persons hereafter to the exercise of the 
elective franchise, they should be, first, 
males; second, twentv-one years ot age; 
third, citizens of the United States; fourth, 
should have resided in the slate one year, 
and in the district, county or precinct six 
months next preceding any election at 
which they propose to vole; fifth, should 
be able to read in the English language 
understandingly ; sixth, and must have 
paid taxes lor the last year preceding tor 
which such taxes were due and pay- 
able, subject to any disqualification for 
rime, ol which the person may have been 
duly convicted, which may be prescribed by 
law . 

“The adoption of these measures, in ad- 
dition to those mentioned would, in my 
judgment, meet the ends of justice and fair- 
ness; secure the re-establishment of the 
state government, the admission of her 
<enalors and representatives in "congress, 
the suspension of military rule, and the 
restoration of civil, constitutional and lo- 
cal self-government. And it would do 
more. "It would secure your protection 
against other great and pending evils;’ and 
is, I am persuaded, of the greatest conse 
quence to your future peace, prosperity and 
business. 

“First — It would remove all just grounds 
of antagonism and hostility between the 
white and black races. Unless this is done, 
endless strife and bitterness of feeling must 
characterize their relations, and all history 
and human experience leach us must, sooner 
or later, resnll in a war ol races. We now 
know, from sad experience, what war is be- 
tween equals and enlightened people. But 
of all wars a social war of races is the most 
relentless and cruel ; the extermination, or 
expulsion from the country, or (enslavement 
of one or the other, being its inevitable end 
where they are left to themselves, or the 
loss of liberty to both races where they are 
all subject to the control ol a superior 
power, which would be our situation. I 
speak, of course, of the legal rights and 
status of the two races. Their social rela- 
tions are matters of taste and choice, and 
not subject to legislative regulation. 

“Second — This course would disarm and 
put an end to inter-state, sectional, political 
agitation, on this subject, at least, which 
has been the special curse of onr country 
lor so many years, and which was the cause 
of the unnumbered woes we have recently 
experienced and still suffer, by depriving 
the agitators of a subject on which to keep 
up such an agitation, and of the means of 
producing jealousy , animosity and hatred 
between the different parts of the country, 
ami between the different races. And this 
would do much toward the renewal of the 
ancient relations ol nalio-al harmony and 
fraternal good will between all parts of the 
country. And this too is of the greatest 
consequence to our future welfare, and espec- 
ially as our people now know there is no 
hope of escape from it by appealing to the 
principles of state sovereignty and the right 
of secession. . 

“It the 9tate will accept this policy at 
once, it will attain the great ends heretofore 
mentioned, and it will* save its own people 
lrom years ol painful strife and agitation on 
these questions, which would at last, prob- 
ably alter years of contention, be tound 
to be the only means of bringing it 
to an end, even it it lead to nothing worse. 
How infinitely better it will be tor you, lor 
both races, tor the present and the future, 
tor the whole country, il you will unhesita- 
tingly recognize the unalterable Iact9 as to 
your condition am) the , inevitable logic of 
events; and hasten, as it is in your power to 
do, the return of the blessings ol civil gov- 
ernment and constitutional liberty; and 
avoid, as il is in your power to do, the fear- 
ful perils which now lie betore yon. 1 
know the painful struggle against educa- 
tion, and li tbit, and policy, and t rati i t ion 
and prejudice which such a couise will re 
quire you to encounter; and how hard il 
is for human nature to overcome such dif- 



ficulties. But ray sincere prayer is, that 
God in His goodness and mercy, may 
enable you to exhibit this last crowning evi- 
dence, in the midst of your calamities. 

“The negroes will, il is hoped, gradually 
diffuse themselves among the greatly pre- 
ponderating numbers of whites in the dif- 
ferent states and territories; many of them 
will probably go to Mexico and other 
conntries, in search of social equal- 
ity; and a few or none of their race 
will be added to their numbers by accesso- 
ries from other countries. While the steady 
and rapid influx of great numbers of white 
races from other countries will gradually de- 
crease the disproportion in numbers between 
them and the whiles, and so render this new 
element in society and government innoxi- 
ous, or at least powerless for evil, if they 
should be so inclined. But from the gene- 
eral docility of -their dispositions we may 
expect the most of them to be orderly, and 
many of them industrious and useful 
citizens. But to secure these desirable ends 
it must not.be forgotten that it is an essential 
prerequisite to confer on them their 
reasonable and necessary rights; and to 
adopt a policy which will prevent them from 
becoming an element ot political agitation, 
and strife, and danger.” 



Adjournment of the Missouri Synod. 

The Presbyterian (Old School) Synod, 
which has been holding a rather turbulent 
session in this city, adjourned yesterday. 

Outsiders have noticed that the late se- 
cession element was prominent in giving 
direction to the course of business, and the 
loyal element were abashed and scolded into 
propriety by Reverend Doctors, wlio thank- 
ed God at the ourbreak of the rebellion that 
they had an opportunity to greet a rebel 
flag. 

Among the propositions which came up 
for final action yesterday was the report of 
the Committee to adopt the Minutes of the 
St. Louis Presbytery. Rev. Mr. Nichols 
moved to take exceptions to so much of the 
Minutes as cast censure on the General As- 
sembly, in which he referred to the “new 
views” in reference to slavery which had 
sprung up in the South. 

A Delegate — Will the gentleman indicate 
what these views are? 

Mr Nichols. — I will. Our church, from 
the first, as the brother knows, declared 
slavery to be an evil, which we all wished 
to see abolished. But a new view was 
maintained by many Southern ministers that 
it was our business to conserve, perpetuate 
and protect slavery. It was with regard to 
this new view whether slavery is a Divine 
institution or not. 

Rev. Mr. Parks — Does not the gentleman 
understand the General Assembly to de- 
nounce slavery as » sin? 

Mr Nichols. — No, sir. I defy any gen- 
tleman to show that. The General Assem- 
bly has said the guilt of slavery. Is there 
no guilt connected with it? There is no 
wrong in selling a man whisky, but is there 
not wrong connected with the liquor traffic? 
There is no wrong lor a man to hold slaves, 
but are there not innumerable wrong9 con- 
nected with the system? 

Mr Smith. — Why don’t the Assembly ex- 
tend its supervision a little further, and em- 
brace all the evils with which guilt is con- 
nected — -intemperance and the violation of 
the marriage relation among our own peo- 
ple? 

Mr. Nichols — It gives thanks that the evil 
and guilt of slavery has been removed lrom 
the land. I have no doubt that il you 
could show them the evil and guilt of in- 
temperance had been removed from the land 
they would give devout and hearty thanks 
A delegate rose to a point of order, and the 
discussion was brought to a close. The mo- 
tion of Mr. Nichols to lake exceptions was 
lost. 

The case of Geo. P. Strong, Esq , was 
taken from the Commission to whioh it had 
been reterred. and referred to the next 
Synod. 

Mr. Finley moved to discharge the Com- 
mittee on the Narrative, saying, as far as 
the Synod was concerned, there was not 
enough religion to make a narrative out of, 
which was agreed to. Rev. Mr. Anderson 
claimed that a revival had taken plac in 
Mr. Brooks' church, and wanted a commit- 
tee to write up a narrative, which was 
agreed to, and the Synod adjourned. — St. 
Louis News. 



Fact* Against. 

The distinguished Mr. “Mack,” of the 
Cincinnati Commercial, general censor and 
adjudicator of public affairs, dispenser of 
merits and illuminator of the country, 
writes to his patrons from Lexington, Kv. , 
touching the matter of colored troops in this 
State, as follows: 

The President expressed great surprise when 
informed, recently, ef the number of colored 
troops in Kontucky — twenty thousand — nearly 
all of them enlisted since the surrender of the 
rebel armies. He had no idea, he said, that 
martial law was such an expensive luxury as to 
cost about $20,000,000 a year as it certainly has 
oest in Kentucky. What particular duties there 
are for so many men to perform, in a Stato with- 
out an armed rebel from one end of it to the oth- 
er, is not apparent to the naked eye, but that 
they have been there, and are now, is a matter of 
absolute certainty. 

We have taken some pains to examine 
the official records on this subject, kindly 
tendered for onr Inspection by Col. Side! I , 
the conscientious, able, busy and vigilant 
Provost Marshal General of the State. 
Since the 1st of last May precisely 1,049 ne- 
groes have been recruited into the service 
of the United States from Kentucky. The 
final surrender of the rebel armies, it will 
be remembered, took place in the last week 
in April. So much for “nearly all of 
twenty thousand troops having been enlist- 
ed since that surrender. 

Again, there has never been at any time, 
n lorce of twenty thousand colored Ken- 
iucky troops in the State. The colored reg- 
ments raised here hive in a majority ol 
cases been sent on duty out of the Slate as 
soou as organized. Some were not even or- 
ganized here, but in Tennessee. At the 
time the late attempt to secure the removal 
ot Gen. Palmer was initiated, there were 
just ten regiments of colored troops in tne 
State, viz: Six infantry; two cavalry, and 
two heavy artillery One of these, the 135th 
U. S C V , was recruited along the line of 
Sherman’s progress, what time he ‘marched 
down to the sea " The number of men in 
these ten regiments was a liandlul over ten 
thousand. It is well known to those who 
keep watch of events here that lour ol these 
regiments are now being mustered out of 
i he service. The “so many men” therefore 
now in search of “particular duties ' amount 
at this writing to less than six thousand. 
The reader can see from these quiet little 
items of fact what a trustworthy statistician 
and chronicler, the indomitable Mr. “Mack” 
is . — Louisville Press.

Wit on Tc nb -Stones. 

A vast amount of wit is to be gathered 
from Tombstones, and mortuary puns have 
long been famous. The epitaph oi the witty 
divine, Dr. Thomas Fuller, is worthy of 
himself, simply. 

Fuller's earth. 

There is a professional point in the epi- 
taph of the eminent barrister, Sir John 
Strange : 

Hero lies the honest lawyer — that is Strange. 

And by what an outrageous quibble has 
the name of Wm. Burton, Esq., been band- 
ed down to immortality. The epitaph is to 
be seen in a church-yard near Salisbury: 

0 sun, moon, stars and yc celestial poles 
Are graves, then, dwindled into Burton holes? 

There is something quaint and touching 
in this epitaph of Grinaldi, the distinguished 
clown : 

Here am I ! 

One of tbe best of this briefer kind was 
produced by Jerrold, whose wit did not al- 
ways wear so courteous a drees. Charles 
Knight, tbe Shakesperian critic, was tbe 
subject, and the words — 

Good Knight. 

Professional rivalry produced this ill- 
natured inscription lor the tombstone of a 
western editor : 

Here lies an Editor. 

It is added that the injured man recom- 
mended the author to use the inscription 
as a motto (or his own journal. 

Of historic epitaphs the best is this one, 
on one of Shakspeare s actors : 

Exit Burbago. 

In a similar vein, a wit gave a couplet to 
Mrs. Oldfield, the most celebrated actress ot 
her day. 

This wo must own, in justice to her shade, 

The first bad exit Oldfield ever made. 

Something of the compliment is here sac- 
rificed to make the point. It is the reverse 
of Malcolm's Eulogy ol Cowder : 

Nothing in his life 
Became him like the leaving of it. 

The comedian Foote takes his turn thus: 

Foote from his earthly stage, alas! is hurled, 
Death took him off, who took ulf all the world. 

Westminister Abbey has some notable 
epitaphs. This, by Samuel Wesley, is on 
the monument to Butler, the author of 
Hudibras. 

When Butler, noody wretch! was still alive 
No generous patron would a dinner give. 

See nim, when starred to death and turned to 
dust 

Presented with a monumental bust! 

The poet's fate is here in emblem shown : 

Ho asked for bread and received but a stone. 

This couplet on a monument to John 
Gav, the poet, Thackeray’s “Little French 
Abbe," is hardly suited to a Christian 
church ; 

Life is a jest, and all things show it, 

I thought so once aDd now I know it. 

And what a defiance there is in this, on 
the monument of that “gallant soldier,” 
Thomas Vere : 

When Vere sought death, armod with his sword 
and shield, 

Death was afraid to meet him in the field: 

But when his weapons he had laid aside, 

Death like a coward struck him and he died. 

Sir Thomas Perkins, the great wrestler, 
caused a monument to be built lor bimsell 
on which was a sculpture in relief, depict- 
ing death in the act of throwing Sir Thomas. 
The Epitaph, which is in Latin, reads as 
follows ; 

Here lies the chief who onco threw all, 

Thrown by the conquering arm of death. 

Who ne'er bud given the knight a fall, 

But that be found him out of breath. 

But boast not, deatbl with empty pride, 

Thy strength ; the day will come when he 
Arising, with fresh breath supplied, 

Shall vanquish Time and conquer thee. 

Miss Long was a beautiful actress of the 
last century, so short in stature that she 
was kuown as tbe pocket Venus. Her epi- 
taph concludes : 

Though long, yet short. 

Though short, yet Pretty Long. 

Bancroft, Archbishop of .Canterbury, was 
a covetous man, and this pasquinading epi- 
taph was put on him. 

Hero lies bis Grace, in cold olayjclad, 

Who died for want of what he had. 

The reverse of this is on Mr. James 
Wordsdale, a very liberal man : 

Eager to get, but not to got the pelf; 

A friend to all mankind, but not himself. 

We close our list with a pathetic inscrip- 
tion placed by an honest Illinois farmer over 
the double grave of a span of lavorite horses 
struck down by lightning, and buried in his 
front yard : 

Peace to their manes. 



Rogers and his Saints. 

There is a gentleman in Memphis, calling 
himself the Reverend J. W. Rogers, rector 
of St. Lazarus' church, who wants to build 
a cathedral. As a cathedral always sup- 
poses a bishop, we presume that the Rever- 
end J. W. also aspires to the miter. He 
proposes to consecrate his cathedral to the 
“memory of the Right Reverend Leonidas 
Polk, D D , LL. D., the Right Reverend 
James H. Otey, D. D., LL D., and other 
confederate dead,” and to make it “worthy 
of these fallen heroes.” The names of the 
confederate saints are to be inscribed upon 
mural tablets, frescoed walls, and memorial 
windows, and pious worshippers are to gaze 
upon them through tearful eyes and honor 
them with reverential hearts lor ages yet to 
come. lie invites contributions toward this 
sacred work lrom all “southern cities,” leav- 
ing each contributor at liberty to choose his 
own special patron among the confederate 
dead, and promising that every saint so 
specified shall receive honorable mention in 
the aforesaid inscriptions. Consequently 
there would be n fair prospect, should his 
plan be carried out, ol seeing Wilkes Booth, 
Champ Ferguson, and may be at some fu- 
ture day Captain Wtrz, held up to venera- 
tion on the altars of this new temple of the 
dispensation of wickedness. Some people 
think that the Protestant Episcopal Church, 
of which J. W. R. is a shining member, has 
long been gravitating towards Rome, but 
this canonization of traitors, this elevation 
of treachery, perjury, and murder to the 
rank ot heroic Christian virtues, exceeds all 
that the wildest of Protestants ever ailrihu 
ted to the worst ol popes. 

It is worth serious notice, as an indication 
ol the arrogance of these conquered, hut 
still desperately wicked rebels, that Mr. Rog 
ers should not only have had the impudence 
to openly propose such a scheme under the 
shadow of the national flag, but that in two 
days he should have received contribution 
to tbe amount of nearly $2,700 . — Chicago 
Republican.

The expenses of the Government for the com- 
ing fiscal year, it is estimated, will bo about 
$100,000,000, exclusive of the interest on the 
public debt.

The Stato ol Georgia owes $11,727,274 85, 
payable six months after the treaty of peace has 
boon ratified between tho Confederate States and 
the United States of America. The creditor

An order from the War Department torbids the 
arrest of any more porsons for having evaded the 
draft, and directs the release of all now hold for 
o.Temea of that nature. 

More musters out of troops are taking placo 
It is regarded as probable that the Veteran Re- 
serve Corps will bo disposed of in this mannoi. 
Tho men are anxious to bo discharged, while the 
officers oppose it. 

Tho republican government of Mexico has 
placed upon tho market, at New York, a loan ol 
$30,000,000, bearing interest in gold at 7 per cent, 
and the principal payable in twenty years, also 
in gold. The security offered is the faith of the 
republic and of the statos of Tamaulipas and ban 
Luis Potosi, and a national mortgage on 5,000,' 
000 acres of agricultural and 500,000 acros of 
mineral lands in those states. The first install 
ment, of $10,000,000, will be offered at sixty 
cents on tho dollar. 

Frank Blair made a speech at Rolla, Miss., on 
Thursday night, in which he bitterly assailed Sec- 
retary Stanton, asserting that** When Stanton 
had Alex. II. Stephens locked up, tho good, loyal, 
and truo man was inside, and the rascal and 
traitor Upon tho outside. ” Blair stigmatized the 
provost marshals of tho west as “a setof thieviDg 
plunderers generally,” and charged the officers ol 
the western army with all sorts of corruption — al- 
leging, among other things, that, when Grant 
captured Vicksburg, a hundred thousand bales ol 
cotton fell into his hands, and were turned over 
to tho government — of which amount not a thou- 
sand bales were ever accounted for. 

Tho Episcopal General Convention adjourned 
yesterday. Its most remarkable action was the 
negativo ono of omitting to express any thank 
fulness for tho restoration of tho Union and the 
abolition of slavery. So great was its squeamish 
ness on these subjects that tho usual address of 
the House of Bishops was omitted. Bishop Hop 
kins, of Vermont, had prepared an address which 
was too obnoxious to the loyal minority for pub 
lication, and a truly loyal one by Bishop Mcll 
vaine was voted down by tho * ‘conservative 
majority.

They are jubilant beyond measure. There 
are no bonds to their happiness. They 
make merry without stint. The Lexingto 
organ is perfectly intoxicated with gladness 
Judging from its writings it can think of 
nothing else. Now the propriety of all this 
jov depends on the cause which gives rise to 
it. To rejoice that martial law has ceased 
because there is n > lot ger -t necessity for it 
is proper. To he glad that martial law may 
be revoked because the war has ceased, tii 
authority of the Government over all tii 
States is established, the Union is preserved 
and the power of the Governmen t cannot 
be overcome — all this is right. 

But does the jov of those who are makin 
such demonstrations arise from these coo 
siderations? Not at all. We have yet to 
hear the first uole of rejoicing from tii 
faction over the revocation of martial law 
because its necessity lias passed. On the 
contrary they declare that the necessity for it 
never existed. Under it, according to the 
Conservative view, the State has suffered 
“ our years of miserable bondage," the peo- 
ple “have been subject to an absolute mili- 
tary despotism , intlicted upon them in de- 
fiance ol the express provisions of the Con- 
stitution,” and wrongs have been inflicted 
such as a free people never before suffered 
by this “unjust and unwarrantable exercise 
of military authority." Martial law from the 
beginning of the rebellion is condemned, not 
its continuance since tiie war has ended or 
the loyalty ol the State been established. 
Yet every man in Kentucky, who is not a 
babbling idiot, knows that had it not been 
lor the strong arm of the Government thus 
displayed, Kentucky would have been forced 
out of the Union. Martial law saved her 
and has secured to us the peace we this day 
enjoy. 

But we may judge further of the spirit 
which actuates this rejoicing by the acts of 
the disloyalists. Martial law is revoked, 
and suits innumerable are immediately en- 
tered against Union men. General Palmer 
himself issued by Garrett Davis for seeing 
that the laws of Congress are respected and 
carried into effect. Criminal suits are 
brought against Federal soldiers for acls 
committed while in the service, and by order 
of their superior officers.

The Democracy’s love for the President. 

The new born love of the Democracy for 
President Johnson is waxing cold.

Merely his recon- 
struction policy — that and nothing more. It 
is proclaimed in all their speeches and all 
their resolutions. But what precisely is it in 
this reconstruction policy that has won their 
praise? From'all theirspeeches and resolu- 
tions cemes the answer with no uncertain 
voice — this policy will destroy the Union 
party, and will hoist the Democracy into 
power with all their old views and inter) 
tions as regard Slavery and State sovereign 
ty still strong and active.

Representation and Suffrage. 

The following is the form of the amend 
ment to the Constitution to apportion repre 
sentatives according to the number of elec- 
tors, which was introduced by Mr. Sumner 
in the Senate, February 6tli, 1.865, and on 
bis motion referred to the Judiciary : 

Since (bat time the principle has been 
adopted in the reformed Constitution ol th 
States ot Alabama and for the very reason 
that has been urged, to wit: to secure equal 
representation to the white population ol 
difterent sections among Which the black 
population was unequally distributed. 

Amendment to the Constitution, apportioning 
Representatives in Congress according to the 
number of actual electors. “Representatives 
shall lie apportioned among the several 
Stales which may be included within the 
Union according to the number of mate citizens 
of age having in each State the qualifications re 
quisite for electors of the most numerous 
branch of the State Legislature The actual 
enumeration of eucli citizens shall be mad 
by the census of the United Stales

.O'Donaliues exclamation thereupon, and 
assisted him to his room, was not summon- 
ed as a witness. 

Mr. O'Donahue died yesterday morning at 
11 o’clock. He leaves a wife and three 
small children, who were living at Cincin- 
nati, entirely dependent on him for support. 
He was a steady, industrious, inoffensive 
man, such a citizen as is a loss to any com 
in unity.

As a further illustration 
of the progress that mining adventure is 
making in South America, a mine of bis 
muth ore has recently been opened in Boliv 
ia, about two-thirds up the highest of all the 
peaks of the Andes — the lljutnpa Mountain 
Bismuth also has lately increased in value; 
and 15,000 leet above the level ol the ocean, 
only slightly beneath the line of perpetual 
snow, men are setting to work to obtain it.

1 have been giving more more or less of 
time tliis geaioi. to a specially, viz, the ex- 
amination o grape soils, location, and 
modes of culture, training Ike. I am not pre- 
pared, asyet.to say much pro or con; but per- 
haps a little record of what I have seen and 
heard ibis season, may be of use to you in 
malting up tiie-Vagesof the Horticulturist 
from time to time. 

JIv observations at this time, taken in 
connection with previous years, convince me 
that while grapes of some variety may he 
grown in any soil and almost any locality, 
there are really but few localities, and a 
email territory of soil suited to growing ol 
grapes for making a fine wine. 1 do not 
tltiult that, as a whole, the class of wines 
now made and sold will be tolerated ten 
years hence, and, therefore, the grower ol 
grapes, looking to their manufacture into 
wines for profitable sale, must study well 
the quality ol grape requisite, and the com 
ponents in soil that will supply those requis- 
ites. My present impression of tile value ol 
soils lor growing wine grapes, is about as fol- 
lows : 

1st. Calcerous limestone 

2d. Calcerous clay. 

3d Limestone clay. 

4th Clay loam. 

5th. Gravelly loam. 

Gth. Sandy loam 

The first and second will grow and ripen 
I run containing a less per centage of acid 
than the third and fourth, while the fifth 
and sixth are soils in which I question the 
practicability of growing any grape, and rip- 
ening it to torn) a wine without llie addition 
ol some loreign matter. 

1 know there are dritt formations on some 
ol the islands, and on the shore of Lake 
Erie, where the appearance is of a gravelly 
loam, and where the grane grows and ap- 
parently ripens well 1 know, als , that it is 
believed bv some that such drift (urinations 
contain within them materials to give all the 
req .i-ites to good wine. I have yet to sfe 
the good wine, and, therelore, von may note 
that I leave out these localities in my esti- 
mate respecting gravelly loams. I watt to 
learn. 

So much for soils. Now let me add that 
localities are best, as I now view the matter, 
as follows : 

1st. Those abutting on large bodies of wa- 
ter, or where the prevailing cold winds ol 
autumn and spring pass over the water, and 
within one miie ol the vinevard. 

2d High, hilly locations, where there are 
adjacent rivers or large ponds of water, and. 
ns before, so placed that the cold winds of 
autumn and spring pass over the water, and 
within half a mile of the vineyard 

With the 1st or 2d class of soils, and either 
of the above locations — the land under- 
drained — profitable results may confidently 
be anticipated by the planter and grower of 
a vineyard, especially if bone meal and 
gyp9ttin be added as a manure to the 2nd 
class. 

The territory abutting on t he shores, and 
embraced in the Islands of Lake Erie, now 
devoted to grape culture, is probably over 
(>,000 ocres. Of this 600 acres lie between 
Buffalo and Erie ; 600 acres between Erie, 
Pa , and Cuyahoga county, in Ohio; 1,200 
acres in Cuyahoga county; < 200 acres in Lo- 
rain county; ,00 acres in Erie county, ex- 
clusive of the Islands: 800 acres on Kelly 
Island, and 400 acres on South Bass, Middle 
Bass Peninsula, and parts of Ottawa county. 
The balance, 500 acres, we inav safely as- 
sert, is to be (ound west of the territory here 
specified.

The Potato Rot. 

The Gardners Magazine gives the follow- 
ing advice as to tlie crop, where the disease 
is apparent ; 

“Take them up at once, whether full ripe 
or still growin vigorously, whether healthy 
or diseased large or small, get them 
out ol the ground, sorted over, and stored 
as quickly as possible. They will ripen in 
store, especially if stored where they have 
a chance ol drying. If left in the ground 
they will scarcely increase in bulk now, and 
for what little gain there might be in their 
increase, the risk ol enii-e loss bv decrease 
is too great to be incurred for it. 'While our 
readers have the circumstances attending 
this outbreak ol potato disease Iresh in their 
memories, it may be as well to point to the 
lact that alter much heal and partial drought, 
nc have had heavy rains, an atmosphere 
highly charged with electricity, and in a 
condition ol total saturation with moisture 
I lie tubers have hart to grow during a dry 
heat, and to moisten during a moist heal. 
»\ e may call attention to these matters 
.lerealter; we name them now in order to fix 
upon the minds ol all who are interested in 
the matter, what is the exact cause that de- 
mands consideration. We began on (heist 
ol August to harvest our own crop, and the 
work still proceeds. Our collection amounts 
to over seventy sorts; the yield is good, the 
tubers ol fair size, and upto the present 
moment the only examples of diseased tu 
bers have occurred in a breadth or Early 
Shaw. About a twentieth part of the yield 
ol ibis was bad; the rest quite sound. These 
were taken up on the 15th of August. On 
land close adjoining, and on which potatoes 
are grown in a somewhat different manner 
to ours, a large proportion of the crop is 
worthless."
